SHEET GLASS 


IN LIGHTING 


By Enear H. Bostock 


HE busy architect trying to encom- 

pass within his understanding the 

main facts as to many different 

trades and materials, may be ex- 
cused if the above title seems at first a mis- 
nomer to him, for it is only a few years since 
circumstances first led to the use of sheet 
glass to secure lighting effects. 

While the writer’s years are not so many, 
they have been sufficient to cover the period 
which has seen all the development in this 
line of effort, and while much has been done, 
we stand only upon the threshold of what 
may ultimately be accomplished. 

While I am trying to put in order the 


facts of this development, it is a satisfac- 
tion to know that I have shared in it, have 
met and worked with the persistent engi- 
neers and ambitious architects that have 
brought it to pass, and seen the birth of 
what may be described as a new art. 
Before the era of gas illumination there 
was no question of the use of sheet glass in 
lighting, but some three miles from the Soho 
Works of Watt & Boulton, where gas light- 
ing was first installed in a large way, stands 
and has stood for two centuries the sheet 
glass works of Chance Bros. & Co., where 


undoubtedly was cut the first glass for such 
use. 
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In adapting the open gasjet for outside 
use, it was necessary to protect it from the 
winds that would blow out the jet, and to 
attain which end lanterns were built contain- 
ing panes of sheet window glass, as being 
the easiest and best method of protecting 
the gas jet. 

The writer well remembers when a boy, 
learning his business in a Pennsylvania glass 
factory, the numerous metal templets in that 
company’s possession, indicating how large 
a business they must have had, and any 
reference to street scenes of the first eighty 
vears of the last century will show that there 
must have been an extensive market for 
window glass at that time. 

Even after the advent of the electric light, 
lanterns were occasionally used glazed pos- 
sibly with various sheet glasses, but to start 
a definite era that meant the use of quanti- 
ties for a well defined lighting need, is a very 
recent occurrence. 

Inasmuch as it seems to be true that when

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the world has a definite want to be filled, 
there are always two or three independent 
workers solving the means to fill it at about 
the same time, it is not possible to truth- 
fully state that any one man found this op- 
portunity and met it. 

The coming of the electric bulb with its 
high intrinsic brilliancy set inventors to try- 
ing to solve the problem of overcoming its 
glare. Among the solutions to this prob- 
lem was that of Chas. E. Knox, the New 
York Electrical Engineer, who in planning 
the lighting of the Engineering Societies 
Building on West Thirty-ninth street, de- 
parted from precedents by lighting the main 
auditorium principally through a sheet glass 
ceiling. Very little available space was left 
between the glass face and the ceiling in 
which to place the buibs, while the ventila- 
tion of that space was only accomplished 
with difficulty. Sheet glass of various types 
were examined until one was found which, 
while letting through the maximum amount 
of light, would obscure the primary light 
sources and present an unspotted lighting 
effect. 

M. Knox secured this result by using 
plates of rippled glass acid etched upon one 
side. 

Having in mind the easy manner in which 
the dust and dirt might attach itself to the 
acid surface, the ceiling was glazed with the 
acid surface downwards. 

The lamps in use at that day were the old 
16 candle carbon filament, and the glass 
used met the needs as to eliminating spot- 
ting, though it would not answer for the 
higher power lamp now in use. 

Following this experiment other smaller 
installations of the same character were used, 
aiming always at a translucent ceiling effect. 
The next important work in this direction 
was in 1908, when Mr. Bassett Jones, Jr., 
was entrusted with the lighting of the Sol- 
diers’ Memorial Building, Schenley Park, 
Pittsburgh. 

The main auditorium in this building was 
of an architectural type that seemed to call 
for some scheme of ceiling lighting, and the 
first proceeding was to panel it into an ef- 
fective decorative scheme. This took the 
form shown in the illustration. It was de- 
sired to use color freely in the decoration of 
the building and search was begun to find 
the appropriate glasses and illuminants.

Over each of the panels were placed elec- 
tric bulbs and tubes of all the available 
colors, and the combination of switches 
worked out. By this means a mixture of 
vari-colored lights upon the walls and ceil- 
ing would make many changes possible. — 

If crystal glasses were used, however, it 
was found the colors did not harmonize, and 
after trying all the primary colors and a 
good many tints, a faint amber-colored glass 
was decided upon as best “pulling together” 
the colors. 

A sample panel was then built with lamps 
in the same position that they would be in 
the ceiling, and all the sheet glasses that 
seemed to offer possibilities as 
light diffusers were tested as to 
diffusesion and absorption. <A 
goodly number of glasses whose 
low absorption would have made 
them desirable were impossible, 
as with the then 100-watt Tung- 
ten in use, the lamps were too 
‘asily located by the eve. 

The rougher the glass surface 
it seemed the higher its diffusive 
power, and after tests extending 
over some weeks, Mr. Jones 
finally approved a special glass. 
one face of which was covered 
with small projections and which 
was used in a very light amber 
tint. 

The lighting of this auditor- 
ium has been frequently com- 
mented on, for when all white 
lights are turned on a soft warm 
glow seems to fall from the ceil- 


ing into all parts of the hall, 
while the colors retain approxi- 
mately their daylight values with 
the exception that they are more 
a in harmony even than in day- 
light. This is due to the slight

If these lights are cut out and the 
mercury ares turned on, color 
values change; the golds turn 
greenish and the reds to yellows 
till it seems as if a different at- 
mosphere pervades the room. 
After release from this build- 
ing the glass was sold commer- 
cially, and now is in regular use 
for ceiling lighting. 
For some years previous to this time 
opalescent sheet glass, in endless color com- 
binations, had been cut and used in designs 
for Mosaic lamp shades and domes. In the 
beginning this was an off-shoot of the leaded 
art window business, but about 1906, when 
prices had gotten to a fair mercantile basis, 
it assumed large proportions, and the out- 
put of three or four glass factories was en- 
tirely consumed in their making. However, 
it was inevitable that the then high-colored 
glass being made would cause a revulsion of 
feeling. It was along this line of thought 
some work was begun to produce a quieter 
glass. One step leading to another, it was

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seen that the ideal glass for semi-direct light- 
ing could be produced in this way. 

It is really a very simple matter. A glass 
which will allow the passage of about 40 per 
cent. of the direct light rays and will reflect 
enough of the other light from the ceiling 
or secondary light sources that 40 per cent. 
of it may be used at the same plane as the

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40 per cent. direct rays, is evidently a very 
desirable medium. 

By taking a solid opal glass and mixing 
clear glass with it, as is done in the opales- 
cent process, until there is established the 
proper amount of crystal glass to bring 
about the previously described condition and 
afterwards any desired amount -of absorp- 
tion or reflection, is now only a question of 
the proper mixture. 

The mixing and rolling of this glass gives 
it the veined marked appearance of alabas- 
ter, and by that generic name it is usually 
known. This slight color mixture gives the 
necessary relief to prevent eye strain if 
within range of vision, and yet gives a light 
almost without shadows when used in in- 
direct bowls. 

Large bowls may be made by its use, as 
it comes in large sheets, which can be bent 
to any desired form, and with its light weight 
per foot of surface (114 pounds) is able to 
fill a large place in the present application 
of indirect and flood lighting. 

Wherever for architectural reasons, or to 
illuminate a facade, lamp and lantern posts 
had been retained; with the change of illumi- 
nants to electric bulbs, or later high power 
gas mantles, it was desired to dull its bril- 
liancy, and so Ground or Sandblasted win- 
dow glass was at first used for this purpose. 
In practice it was found that the use of the 
ground glass brought a very bad cleaning 
problem, as dirty ground glass, especially if 
greasy, is almost impossible to clean in place. 

Search for a substitute was begun shortly 
after when the problem had to be solved in 
the lanterns placed around the new Post- 
Office and Pennsylvania Station Buildings, 
in New York, and a flashed opal glass de- 
veloped that is ideal for the purpose. The 
glass being a window glass with a flash or 
coating of opal glass upon one side, is as 
easily cleaned as window glass, and is rapidly 
supplanting ground glass in those situations 
where it is essential to keep the glass clean. 

Lanterns, bank screen work, cage light- 
ing, skylights, art gallery lighting are places 
where it finds most favor. 

The largest installation of a sheet glass 
to procure a lighting effect is now in the 
buildings of the Panama-Pacific Industrial 
Exposition at San Francisco. 

When Mr. D’A. Ryan was appointed 
Illuminating Engineer of the Exposition, 
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he decided that as far as was possible he 
would employ flood lighting as distinct from 
the outline lighting previously used. | 

One disadvantage was at once apparent. 
If a facade with deep set doors and windows 
is flooded with direct light, the windows will

show as lifeless disfiguring blotches in the 
facade. 'To overcome this, it was suggested 
that perhaps a glass with a very high specu- 
lar reflection would, by breaking up and re- 
turning some of the light, somewhat lighten 
this effect. 
Special sections were built to 
study this matter, together with 
the effects that might be pro- 
duced upon the mammoth dome 
it was proposed to build over | | 
Horticultural Hall. | 
Specular reflection being set 
up by the irregular surface con- 
ditions in glass, all rough sur- 
faced glasses were tried and their

reflection values compared. It [_ 


was found that a glass whose sur- 
face was broken by numerous 
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now that they are finished, it is apparent 
that this matter was well worked out. 

Interesting problems seemed to be com- 
ing up continually, and a situation requiring 
careful survey of conditions arose when some 
four years ago the National Electric Lamp 
Association were planning the group of 
buildings at Nela Park, Cleveland. 

Every lamp made here before being ship- 
ped to market burns fifteen minutes upon a 
life test rack. A great amount of light was 
used for no economic end. 


The idea of placing these racks upon the 
roof of the building and erecting over them 
a pent house floor of glass for protection, 
thus making the building a torch which 
would advertise it for miles around, was put 
in practice. 

The matter of determining the right glass 
to glaze such a pent house was placed in 
competent hands and very exhaustive tests 
of all available glasses and their adaptation 
to the requirements of very low absorption 
and diffusion within its own plane were 
made. 

A complete report as to the data upon all 
these glasses was delivered before the 1914 
Convention of Illuminating Engineers So- 
ciety, and is available for use, being printed 
in that Society’s transactions. Given there 
are the transmission percentages and mount- 
ing heights for all these glasses. 

For this particular installation it was 
found that a glass whose surface carried a 
pattern in round projections gave the high- 
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small projecting prisms was the

of curves and data led to the formation of a 
theory upon which to work towards even a 
better light diffusive glass than was then 
available. 
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So sure did it seem that it must be very 
near the ideal glass that even previous to its 
manufacture the engineers who were striv- 
ing to light the Woolworth Tower, and who 
were looking for the best light diffuser to 
glaze the “Crow’s Nest” Lantern, realized 
its value, and it was adopted and finally 
used. 

This is a very severe test, as 20 1,000- 
-xandlepower gas filled lamps are here con- 
centrated, and to so diffuse the resultant 
light that it shows not as lamps, but as one 
great glow, i.e., the end desired. 

It may occur to some reader that wher- 
ever diffusive glass has been mentioned in 
this article some type of irregular crystal 
glass has been spoken of, but never opal 
glass despite its large use to-day in lighting 
bowls. 

To explain this it is best to draw an 
analogy with conditions noted by any ob- 
server who may be in down-town New York 
on a day when, though the light is strong, 
it may be snowing thickly. The daylight 
is strong, and up above the snow clouds the 
sun is shining clearly, but the tops of all the 
taller buildings are out of sight. The eye 
‘an see through the layer of falling snow 
perhaps 150 or 400 feet, according to its 
density only, for the overlapping flakes ob- 
struct all direct light as each flake being 
largely opaque to the ray and but slightly 
reflective turns back the largest part of the 
primary light, and only after numerous re- 
flections does the eye get this inefficient light. 

This is precisely what happens when opal 
glasses are used, and is sufficient reason for 
their inefficiency as to available light. 
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RECENT LEGAL DECISIONS 


SUIT TO RECOVER ARCHITECT'S 
COMMISSION 


(New York) The right of an architect 
to recover fees and commissions for the 
preparation of plans and specifications was 
the question presented in Thompson et al. v. 
Marseillaise French Baking Company, re- 
cently decided in the Supreme Court of New 
York. The action was brought to recover 
for architect’s commissions which the plain- 
tiffs claim are due them as compensation for 
having prepared plans and specifications for 
the construction of a new $125,000 bakery. 
Defendant company denies liability on the 
ground that the plans and _ specifications 
were not ordered by them, but that plaintiffs 
of their own accord prepared them and pre- 
sented them for the approval and acceptance 
of the officers of the defendant company. 
Upon the trial of the action in the City 
Court, the plaintiff Frohling testified that 
he was informed by one Devernoy, the presi- 
dent of the baking company, that the com- 
pany was going to build a new $125,000 
bakery, and Devernoy asked him to prepare 
plans; that Devernoy came to plaintiff’s of- 
fice and, after looking over them, made the 
remark that he approved them. Other wit- 
nesses on behalf of plaintiff corroborated 
Frohling’s testimony. Defendant’s presi- 
dent testified that he told plaintiffs he would 
not bind himself to any engagement if they 
saw fit to draw plans; that plaintiffs must 
take their chances if they prepared any 
sketches. He also testified that plaintiff's 
price was too high, and whatever or who- 
ever made the arrangements for the plans 
made it with another architect. Other im- 
portant matters of testimony were the fact 
that the defendant was a corporation capi- 
talized at $10,000, and that it did not own 
the lots upon which the proposed bakery 
was to be built. The court, in reversing the 
decision of the lower court on a verdict for 
plaintiffs in the amount of $700 and costs, 
held that “persons dealing with the officers 
of a corporation, or with persons assuming 
to represent it, are chargeable with notice of 
the purpose of its creation and its powers 
and with the authority, actual or apparent, 
of its officers or agents with whom they deal. 


Prima facie, the president of a $10,000 cor- 
poration would not, without express authori- 
zation of the board of directors, bind the 
corporation by contracts relating to the erec- 
tion on another’s land of a building to cost 
many times the amount of the total capital 
stock of the corporation, which building, in 
the absence of an express agreement to the 
contrary, would become the property of the 
owner of the land. The making of such 
contracts would not be within the scope of 
his general authority as president.” Judg- 
ment reversed and new trial granted. 
(Thompson et al. v. Marseillaise French 
Baking Co., 147 N. Y. S., 402.) 


The Art of the Craftsman 

A writer in a recent issue of the Washing- 
ton Star states that the arts and crafts move- 
ment initiated in England by William Mor- 
ris is by no means the failure that some sup- 
pose. While the ideas of the founder of 
this movement have not all been realized, 
either in England or in this country, it is 
believed that what has been accomplished 
during the past five vears is greater than at 
any time previously. 

Attention is directed to the fact that there 
are today in the United States craftsmen 
in different lines whose work exceeds in ar- 
tistic value and integrity anything that can 
be mechanically reproduced, and the num- 
ber of workers in these fields is being steadily 
augmented. 

The greatest handicap to the progress of 
craftsmanship undoubtedly lies in the fact 
that there are no easy means of spreading 
the propaganda of good art in the field of 
the craftsman. 

Well directed exhibitions, divested of the 
commercial side and. simply for the purpose 
of exhibiting the art of workers in the crafts, 
would serve to bring to the popular mind a 
better conception of what is being accom- 
plished and an appreciation of the efforts 
that are being put forth. 


There is certainly incentive enough for the 
development of a very high state of crafts- 
manship. Architects today find it often ex- 
tremely difficult to secure the execution of 
their designs, because they do not know 
where to find the craftsmen to execute them.

Northern Italian Details

HE details of the late Renaissance 
in Italy lost much of their indige- 
nous and individual character, as 
with the progress of the style local 

architects were all accustomed to receive 
their training in Rome under the guidance 
of the great masters. So in Bologna, which 
had at an earlier period one of the most dis- 
tinctive developments, producing such 
unique works as the Bevilaqua Palace, the 
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late period brought a less interesting but 
more sophisticated spirit. 

Thus the Buoncompagni Palace is not 
peculiarly Bolognese, and its details are 
good and refined without any distinguishing 
characteristics. The window illustrated in 
photograph and drawing is situated against 
the inner wall of a vaulted loggia that forms 
one side of the courtyard. <A finely gauged 
sense of proportion produced this delicate 
gem. Its profiles are adjusted to the posi- 
tion it occupies where it receives none but 
reflected light, while the ornamental parts 
are well sustained and balanced. Little is 
left to be sought for in such designs as these 
that say the ultimate word on the subject.

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ONE OF THE CAUSES OF CONFUSION IN 
THE PUBLIC MIND CONCERNING FIRE- 
PROOF BUILDINGS 


T is doubtful if any single factor has 
done more to confuse the public mind 
concerning fireproof construction than 
the irresponsible outgivings of insurance 
agents and others connected in some remote 
and indirect way with buildings and the 
problem of making them as nearly incom- 
hustible as may be deemed wise or econom- 
ical. Seldom it is that a convention of insur- 
ance men is held—particularly if the gather- 
ing is in some of the smaller cities—that the 
local papers do not contain a_ sensational 
statement purporting to be the opinion of 
some insurance “expert” to the general ef- 
fect that the knowledge and ability required 
to construct a really fireproof building are 
not within human ken; at least are not pos- 
sessed by modern architects and builders. 
Of course it is now tolerably well estab- 
lished and understood among those who have 
even a limited knowledge of the subject that 
no degree of non-inflammability possessed by 





the structure proper will preserve the inflam- 
mable contents of a building from conflagra- 
tion. On the other hand, it is also a recog- 
nized fact, demonstrated by a great number, 
if not innumerable experiences, that it is per- 
fectly possible to build a building which in 
itself will not burn. Whether it is wise or 
economical to do so depends upon many fac- 
tors, varying in almost every instance. If, 
however, it is desired and decided to build 
fireproof, and then care is taken to properly 
equip the building; if, in fact, nothing is used 
either in the construction of the building or 
in its equipment and furnishings that will 
support combustion, the danger from fire 
from within is obviously reduced to zero. 
Also, a fire from without could not by any 
possibility ignite such a building or its con- 
tents, if wall openings are adequately pro- 
tected. In the case of a great conflagration, 
however, even such a building, surrounded 
by non-fireproof and highly inflammable 
structures and materials, might suffer, 
though not directly, from fire. If damage 
were done to it, such damage would prob- 
ably be caused by the explosion of gases or 
the intense heat which might affect roofing, 
flashings, and other materials, even though 
they would not burn. It is admitted that 
even a fireproof building of the most ad- 
vanced type is somewhat at the mercy of its 
neighbors, but the danger of fire is inversely 
in proportion to the number of such fire- 
proof buildings in a city; and if it were fea- 
sible to construct only fireproof buildings in 
any given area, we would then find the fire 
hazard in that area very much reduced, if not 
practically eliminated. With the progress 
that has been made in fireproof construction, 
and the improvements in methods and ma- 
terials recorded within recent years, there is 
every reason to believe that the unburnable 
city will be possible in the not remote future. 
The unburnable building is unquestionably a 
reality today, and can be produced whenever 
it is demonstrated that, all things considered, 
it is the part of wisdom to construct such a 
building. Under these circumstances, state- 
ments to the effect that there is no such thing 
as a fireproof building is attempting to at- 
tract attention, which at best can only be 
local and passing, at the price of creating 
false impressions that inevitably are produc- 
tive of much harm. 
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THE FREER COLLECTION OF 
WASHINGTON 


ART IN 


HE question of site for the building 

in Washington, in which it is pro- 

posed to house the art collection 

given to the government by Mr, 
Freer, of Detroit, has brought up for con- 
sideration important questions that will un- 
doubtedly in their solution affect the future 
action of men of large wealth who may be 
disposed to follow Mr. Freer’s generous ex- 
ample. 

First, as to site of the building, it is stated 
that the Smithsonian regents have decided 
to place the Freer art gallery at the corner 
of Twelfth and B streets, northwest. This 
location meets with approval as it logically 
carries forward the proposed plan of civic 
development of the city, but owing to the 
lamentable failure of the government to ac- 
quire contiguous property, the museum, if 
erected on the site selected, will, for some 
time to come, be surrounded by incongruous 
elements of city life. A more unfortunate 
situation than to leave a splendid art museum 
surrounded by junk shops and markets can 
scarcely be imagined. It is, therefore, 
earnestly hoped that the present Congress 
will hasten to remedy the oversight or blun- 
der, insofar as it can now be remedied. 


i Benes transferring of this important col- 
lection from Detroit, where it has grown 
to its present large and valuable proportions, 
to Washington has provoked comment as to 
whether this offer is altogether wise in prin- 
ciple. 

A somewhat perplexing question has been 
raised that not only affects this collection, 
but others already given to the National 
gallery and future bequests, the expected re- 
sult of Mr. Freer’s example. Shall the great 
collections of the land be concentrated in 
Washington, in one large National gallery, 
or would the purposes of art education be 
better served if they were allowed to remain 
in separate museums throughout the United 
States? 

The Boston Transcript asks this question 
and answers it as follows: 

“From the standpoint of municipal pride 
the question is easily answered. There is 
probably no public-spirited citizen of De- 
troit today who is not shocked to learn of 
the contemplated loss of the Freer collec- 
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tion to that city. In the same way Phila- 
delphia would undoubtedly be shocked if 
Mr. Widener were to announce the gift of 
his great collection to some other city. 
Pittsburgh would feel the same way with 
regard to the Frick and Heinz collections, 
and Baltimore with regard to the Walter 
collection.” 

The art lover, the man who knows and en-- 
joys pictures, would undoubtedly decide in 
favor of the small collections. He knows by 
experience that it is far more enoyable to 
view a small collection than a large one, even 
of equal excellence. But it is perhaps not 
the art lover that is first to be considered. 
These collections, to serve their highest pur- 
pose, are best arranged for the general pub- 
lic. There is where the artistic appeal is 
most strongly directed and it is in the direc- 
tion of public education that these exhibi- 
tions do the greatest good. 

While we feel, as private citizens, a deep 
sense of gratitude to Mr. Freer, Mr. Evans 
and other public-spirited and generous men 
who have laid the foundations of our Na- 
tional gallery, we also feel that the cause of 
education, and a consequent appreciation 
in art, will be better served by well-se- 
lected small collections scattered broadcast 
throughout the country and housed in muse- 
ums or galleries of good architectural de- 
sign. 

Italy is sprinkled over with art galleries. 
Practically every town has its collection, its 
places of historic and architectural interest. 
The value of this art, spread broadcast 
throughout Italy, is its most valuable asset. 
If all of this had been centered in one city 
it is easy to believe that its value would not 
be as great or of such general benefit to the 
nation. 

Large collections may serve to enhance the 
dignity of a nation and secure prestige as a 
patron of the Fine-Arts, but one has but to 
wander lonesomely through the many gal- 
leries of the Louvre to know the sense of be- 
wilderment that is brought away after a visit 
to one of these vast exhibitions. 

The gratitude of the nation is due to Mr. 
Freer and other equally generous men, but 
it is to be hoped that future bequests of 
large and valuable collections may find a 
permanent home in our various cities where 
the purpose of the gift, the art education of 
the people, may be better served.

Program of the Competition for the 
Fellowship in Architecture, 1915 
American Academy in Rome 
The subject of this competition is the 
architectural development of an island in 
a river which runs from the north to the 
south, through the middle of a city. The 
island is 700 feet long and 300 feet wide at 
its widest point, which is near the southerly 
end. ‘The general level of the ground at 
this end is about 35 feet above the water. 
From this point the island gradually in- 
creases in height as it decreases in width un- 
til it terminates in a rocky and _ thickly 
wooded bluff at the north end. Here the 
highest point of the island is about 100 feet 
above the water. From the north end to 
the south end of the island the river falls 
twenty feet. The island is connected to the 
city by bridges, the main avenues of ap- 
proach being near the southerly end of the 

island. 

It is proposed that this island shall be 
treated architecturally. It shall have two 
principal features—an open-air theatre and 
a monument commemorating the purchase 
of the island from the Indians and the found- 
ing of the city. Fountains, pools, arcades, 
balustrades, gardens, steps and such other 
features as may suggest themselves to the 
competitor may be introduced. The branches 
of the river, neither of which exceeds 200 
feet in width, may be dammed to produce the 
effect of waterfalls and pools. 
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SIMPLICITY IN ARCHITECTURAL DESIGN 


HAT constitutes simplicity in 
architectural design? ‘This ques- 
tion is asked and ably answered 
in an editorial in a recent issue 
of The Builder, of London. Is it a bald 
statement of facts, a plainness of expression 
in elevation, a prudish presentation, divested 
of any suggestion of frivolity, or even that 
lightness of expression that is sometimes re- 
garded as essential to the avoidance of mo- 
notony that borders on the commonplace? 

Can simplicity and complexity go hand 
in hand towards a successful result? Quot- 
ing from the article referred to, “Complex- 
ity in design, if rightly handled, has its uses, 
too; it is a sure weapon in the hand of a 
master and dangerous to the inexperienced; 
it is sometimes found side by side with sim- 
plicity, in which case it plays the part of a 
contract or foil.” 

The difficulties that beset the pursuit for 
simplicity are well described as follows: 

“To be straightforward in architectual ex- 
pression is the most difficult thing on earth; 
it implies a force of character trained to 
grasp a multitude of diverse conditions; it 
demands a knowledge of men, of life, as well 
as of the crafts and the kindred arts; it calls 
for untiring activity, ceaseless comparison, 
and a flood of energy if the architect is am- 
bitious to translate abstract qualities into 
fluent and distinguishable terms. Architec- 
ture, when it soars above the ordinary level, 
is akin to the finest literature; its purpose is 
analogous. Having once enjoyed purity of 
style, brilliancy of conception, and that easy 
scholarship which is never absent from in- 
spired work, we entertain little affection for 
the products of mediocrity, no matter how 
attractive the latter may appear at first sight. 
But the very nature of the term ‘simplicity’ 
is one needing careful inquiry, for it holds a 
subtle meaning, and, although the expression 
is used glibly every day, few pause to con- 
sider or analyze the elusive qualities the word 
connotes. We have a valid excuse today to 
direct attention to what should be understood 
by every architect, namely, the need for logi- 
cal expression in the problems of design en- 
trusted to his care and scholarship. For the 
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age is curious in its uncertain tendencies, and 
what we are apt to decry as careless inef- 
ficiency on the part of the individual, viewed 
in a larger sense, is more often the product 
of a decadent and apathetic epoch. Sim- 
plicity in architecture is difficult to attain for 
many reasons, among which the demand for 
novelty is the chief deterrent. In addition, 
the lack of co-operation among artists, in- 
ability to fix a definite standard of taste, the 
love of complexity and vulgar display ruled 
by commercial instinct almost invariably act 
against. real achievement, and, in conse- 
quence, a dead level vernacular passes mus- 
ter as the real thing in the public estimation 
of what constitutes recent architecture. We 
are moved to condemn, in the strongest 
terms, those specimens of building enterprise 
which disfigure the chief centers of the me- 
tropolis; we indulge in melancholy retro- 
spects of what past ages accomplished in 
architecture; we rage hysterically and utter 
invectives against those responsible for the 
perpetration of such monuments of incom- 
petence; yet we fail to realize how the evil 
can be checked or the public enlightened on 
this issue of vital importance to art.” 

Misinterpretation of classic examples is 
one of the greatest of faults and leads to such 
egregious error that, were the examples not 
inspired with the best and most conscientious 
of motives, they would be utterly reprehen- 
sible. On this point it is stated: 

“Architects are inclined to misinterpret 
the works of the past, holding such types to 
be models of excellence and worthy of emu- 
lation, but overlooking the fact that whole 
periods of history went to the shaping of 
their attributes; and that the real meaning, 
elusive to many, inherent in these master- 
pieces is that the architect, perhaps subcon- 
sciously, imparted the very essence of his 
age to the shaping of the parts and the mass- 
ing of the whole. It will be asked with perti- 
nence, ‘How is it possible to impart that de- 
sirable rich expression to a plain building if 
we are to forego the usual features that make 
up our stock-in-trade’’ The answer is pithy 
and to the point: “By the exercise of com- 
mon sense in the proportion of parts; by a 
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sound study of what elementary composition 
implies; by reticence in the selection of orna- 
ment and elimination of crude and ugly fea- 
tures which are characteristic of the preva- 
lent fashion.’ ” 

Subconsciousness is the fault at bottom of 
this tendency. The writer in The Builder 
concludes with the following well-presented 
argument: 

“In England especially architecture is too 
subconscious, architects too obsessed with the 
importance of the problems they are en- 
gaged upon. ‘There is too much paper ar- 
chitecture, and little if any aptitude is shown 
to design a building to look well in execution, 
and at the same time to meet any demands 
made upon it from a purely artistic and criti- 
‘al standpoint. In the majority of offices, 
from the time the small-scale drawings are 
finished and the full-size details compiled, the 
designer has no thought of the finished as- 
pect of his work; more often than not he re- 
lies on an element of chance, and failure after 
failure is the result. An architect can only 
put into a building what he has assimilated: 


to the uninitiated the work may appear sat- 
isfactory, but to the scholar, or even to the 
layman with a critical outlook, such works 
convey no cheering message. There is some- 
thing in life which the true artist is always 
pursuing—it is the quest of the ideal. He 
‘an never attain his object; the chagrin he 
experiences is very poignant, the slight suc- 
cesses very sweet; yet all unknown to himself 
he imparts an element of sadness to his works 
which lifts them out of the common into the 
sphere of nobler things. We take this op- 
portunity to censure the coarse tendencies of 
those architects who disfigure good Portland 
stone with insipid and meaningless carvings, 
innumerable Cupids’ heads, and other dress- 
ings which shall be nameless. The platitudes 
showered upon contemporary architecture, 
the encomiums bestowed on buildings by rea- 
son of their material construction, the cheap 
insincerity of contemporary opinion among 
architects collectively, together with openly 
practiced charlatanry, are among the evils 
which have dragged some aspects of Eng- 
lish architecture down to the lowest depths 
it has ever reached.”

Extracts from the Reports of the House 
and Building Committees presented at 
the Forty-ninth Annual Convention 
of the Institution 


Report of the Building Committee 
7 es committee has the honor to submit to the 


Institute the following brief report: 

In the death of Douglas H. Thomas the com- 
mittee lost a valued member, whose advice and engag- 
ing personality have been sorely missed. The sym- 
pathy of his associates was expressed through a letter 
to the President, which is made a part of the House 
Committee report. 

In so far as the funds permitted, the committee 
has made structural and permanent repairs, but has 
been able to accomplish little compared with the total 
amount of work absolutely essential to be done. The 
work authorized by the Board at its meeting of May 
1, including partial service toward the complete sur- 
vey contemplated under the fund authorized by the 
Convention, has been satisfactorily performed at a 
total expenditure of $2,500. This work included the 
heating of certain rooms not at that time heated, the 
repairing of the brickwork, the substitution of iron 
lintels for the old wooden lintels in the basement, the 
installation of metal weather-strips on the exterior 
doors and windows, calking around the window- 
frames, repairing glass, and the painting of the ex- 
terior woodwork. 

For purposes of immediate security, the stable 
front has been tied back by rods. 

The committee desires to call attention to the ad- 
mirable Monograph on the Octagon, prepared by Mr. 
Glenn Brown. The value of this record and the col- 
lection of accurate and beautiful drawings cannot be 
over-estimated. Not only is the work invaluable as a 
description of a gentleman’s house of the period, but 
it furnishes the necessary data and information in case 
of injury by fire, the fear of which is constantly in 
the minds of the members of the committee. 

With regard to the work in the future, the commit- 
tee cannot too strongly urge upon its successors and 
the Institute the immediate prosecution of the further 
work necessary to preserve the building, the lower 
floors of which are greatly in need of reconstruction, 
and many other features which are in a sadly neglect- 
ed condition. The committee has always had under 
consideration the repair of the exterior stonework 
which, with the other work, has been too long de- 
ferred. The committee also recommends the painting 
of the interior, and the installation of more appropri- 
ate lighting fixtures. 
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Report of the House Committee 


CTING under the instructions of the 1914 Con- 
vention, the House Committee has limited its 
activities to the minor repairs and maintenance 

of the Octagon Building and grounds, independent of 
the constructional and other work of a permanent 
character undertaken by the Building Committee. 

The President of the Institute wisely made the 
members of the House Committee identical with the 
members of the Building Committee, but acting under 
different chairmen. This plan has worked exceedingly 
well. The House Committee has, in addition, exer- 
cised a watchful care of the building and grounds 
through personal visits of its members when in Wash- 
ington. Through the co-operation of the occupants 
and the House Committee, all heavy materials have 
been removed from the attic, which has been thor- 
oughly cleaned up and all extraneous furniture, old 
casts, and all rubbish have been removed from the 
different rooms and hallways, especially from the cel- 
lar, where large accumulations had occurred. 

The ‘new toilet-room in the third story has been 
completed, and the building is now in a fairly satis- 
factory condition so far as its living qualities are 
concerned. 

The House Committee further reports the almost 
entire absence of furniture in the main downstairs 
room, known as the Board Room, and in this connec- 
tion has pleasure in announcing that a fund of one 
hundred and ninety dollars ($190.00) has been sub- 
scribed by members of the Philadelphia Chapter 
toward securing furniture for this room. This will, 
of course, not go very far in furnishing the room as 
it should be. The House Committee, in response to 
a resolution of the Board, is preparing a complete 
scheme for furnishing this room through the purchase 
of individual pieces of antique furniture suggestive of 
restoration, and appropriate for a room once a Colo- 
nial drawing-room. The House Committee will also 
undertake to secure the further furniture necessary 
for one of the second-story rooms to be put into actual 
use downstairs when the Board is in session. 

The committee has also arranged for a cast to be 
made of the medal presented to Mr. McKim by the 
R. I. B. A., the original of which, at the request of 
Mr. McKim’s daughter, is kept in possession of the 
Institute. The cast will be gilded and appropriately 
placed in the Octagon, and the original will be re- 
tained in a safe-deposit box. 

The committee reiterates its keen sense of loss 
through the death of Douglas H. Thomas, Jr., and at- 
taches hereto a copy of a letter to President Sturgis, 
endorsed by all remaining members, and a copy of the 
President’s reply.

Acres of Tracing Cloth and Hogs- 
heads of Ink 


A large-sized filing cabinet will be needed 
by the Valuation Division of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission at Washington, D. 
C. The law requires every steam railway 
carrier to file with the commission maps 
and profiles of its entire system. ‘The maps 
are of standard size, 23x55 in. inside the 
border lines, on scales of 100, 200 or 400 ft. 
equals 1 in. The profiles are 10x55 in. inside 
the borders and on a scale of 20 ft. equals 
1 in vertical and 400 ft. equals 1 in. horizon- 
tal. 

It is estimated, according to F. C. Shep- 
erd in a paper presented before the Boston 
Society of Civil Engineers, that the Boston 
& Maine R. R. will have to file about 3,000 
maps and 750 profiles. The Boston & Maine 
R. R. comprises 2,300 mi. of track. There 
is about 370,000 mi. of track in the United 
States, and computing the number of maps 
required by the same ratio as on the Boston 
& Maine we have 484,000 maps and 121,000 
profiles. 

These Government file maps must be on 
tracing cloth, which will require about 537,- 
000 sq. yd. (4,840,000 sq. ft.) of plain trac- 
ing cloth and 67,000 sq. yd. (600,000 sq. ft.) 
of profile tracing cloth (Plate A). As the 
railways will very likely not want to file the 
originals with the Government, tracing-cloth 
copies of the originals will have to be made, 
doubling the consumption of tracing cloth to 
1,000,000 sq. yd. and 130,000 sq. yd. re- 
spectively—a total of 1,130,000 sq. yd. 

Ungineering News is informed from re- 
liable sources that ordinary tracings require 
about one quart of black drawing ink to 
every 100 sq. yd. of tracing cloth, so for 
these railway-valuation maps about 11,300 
quarts of drawing ink will apparently be tne 
quantity required.—Engineering News. 





Street Signs 
The Municipal Art Jury of the City of 
Philadelphia has, in a comparatively short 
period, succeeded in working a very desir- 


able reform in the street signs in that city. 

Overhanging electric signs, awnings, 
lamp-standards and similar projections are, 
in the opinion of the Art Jury, “to a greater 
or less extent an interference to the public’s 
use and enjoyment of the streets.” This 
point of view, carried out with good judg- 
ment, has served to mitigate or entirely re- 
move many obstructions, and the change is 
so noticeable as to call forth appreciative 
comment. 

The aspect of the streets in large cities is 
often one of selfish usurpation on the part 
of individuals of the rights of the general 
public. While it may be “good business” to 
exploit wares or secure publicity, it is not 
good government to permit these practices 
at the expense of the comfort, convenience 
and safety of the general public. 

A bureau of encumbrances may be able to 
enforce certain legal restrictions, but some 
active agency, similar to that in Philadel- 
phia, that can legally suppress not only the 
bulk of signs, but inartistie attrocities that 
are now tolerated as well, is needed in every 
city. 

BOOK NOTE 
THE Buitorne Estimator’s REFERENCE 

Book. By Frank R. Walker. Full flex- 

ible cloth, gilt title, 600 pages; size 414 

x 7 inches; price $10.00.

This book will commend itself to archi- 
tects and builders by reason of the very thor- 
ough and, it would seem, reliable treatment 
of the subject of costs. 

The item of “guess work” that enters so 
largely into the usual estimate is responsible 
for many unfortunate conditions. In fact, 
it may be said to be responsible for much of 
the bad building that is everywhere in evi- 
dence. 

That this work will conduce to accuracy 
and expedite results would seem evident. A 
feature of the work not often present in 
books of this character is the illustrations.

Referring to these in his preface, the author 
very soundly states: “Illustrations are free- 
ly used, as the author believes that a good 
picture is better than a volume of explana- 
tion, and for this reason actual photographs 
taken during the progress of the work are 
included to show the conditions existing on 
the job, the methods and plant employed, 
through which the labor costs on the various 
branches of work resulted.’ 

The book is divided into twenty-six chap- 
ters. The opening chapter discusses gen- 
eral conditions and overhead expense, and is 
followed by discussion of wrecking, excavat- 
ing and the various features of foundation 
work. The remaining chapters treat of esti- 
mating costs on all classes of modern build- 
ings. 


THE GARDEN BLuEBOOK. A Manual of the 
Perennial Garden by Leicester Bodine 
Holland. Full cloth, 425 pp. with many 
illustrations.

Gardening as a means of employing one’s 
spare time has with most of us become a neg- 
lected occupation. While we are becom- 
ing more and more addicted to life out of 
doors, we go about our recreations in a man- 
ner more typical of our ultra nervous tem- 
peramentality, and so ignore to a great ex- 
tent the gentle art of gardening. 

We leave to others less actively inclined 
the cultivation of these spaces that surround 
our houses, and so indifferent have most of 
us become to the appeal of the intelligently 
planted and well-kept garden we are un- 
mindful of its charms or the restful occupa- 
tion of its planting and cultivation. 

A book of this sort comes, therefore, as a 
reminder that there are opportunities in out 
of doors life that have been too long neg- 
lected. Its compilation and arrangement 
make it possible to set about the making of a 
garden that will be a thing of beauty and a 
joy as long as we dev ote the time that is 
necessary to its proper care. With a guide 
of this excellent character at hand, the gar- 
dener is saved much time and study. The 
cleverly arranged charts that give at a glance 
the height, color, blooming season and gen- 
eral characteristics of plants and shrubs 
should not only make gardening an occupa- 
tion of unusual pleasure, but also one in 
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which definite results might be expected. To 
watch the growth of a scheme that has been 
evolved by ourselves, and one that combines 
color and form, is the same rare pleasure that 
the artist experiences when “building up” 
his picture. Most people of mature years 
‘an look back to an acquaintance with some 
garden that is associated with many pleasant 
memories, and these are all aroused when we- 
observe another well-planted garden whose 
bloom perfumes the air and whose color ex- 
cites our admiration. 

Mr. Holland’s book makes everything in 
gardening possible, and is a most practical 
and understandable work on the subject. It 
requires no technical knowledge to use this 
book, no deep study, for all is supplied from 
the experience of the author. 

Architects who desire to advise their 
clients as to best forms of flower gardens 
have in this book one that will admirably 
serve their purpose. The author shows how 
a scheme may be evolved on paper, both in 
plan and in elevation, that will work out as 
desired. 


SIMPLIFIED Rernrorcep CONCRETE 
Matuematics. By Melvin D. Casler, 
B.E. Full cloth, 66 pp. Size, 5 x 8 
inches.

The tendency in books of a scientific char- 
acter to so simplify the presentation of the 
subject that even “he who runs may read,” 
is increasing. 

The interest in the methods employed to 

reach certain conclusions is now over- 
dndeinl by the speed at which these con- 
clusions may become accurately known. Ab- 
struse methods of calculation will always in- 
terest the scholar, but accurate results irre- 
spective of the method of their solution are 
becoming more and more important to men 
engaged in practical work. 

Any book providing accurate and speedy 
means of reaching a desired result will have 
wide appeal to busy men. This little book 
is of this class by providing practical work- 
ing formulas for the design of reinforced 
concrete members and means for applying 
them with a minimum of laborious computa- 
tions. It will recommend itself as a useful 
addition to the working library of reference 
books.

Norman Tower Laid Bare 


A London letter says that there has been 
a curious result of a fire which practically 
destroyed the historic church of St. Mary 
at Wargrave, near Henley. 

The church is now being rebuilt. In the 
restoration of the tower it was found that 
the present casing of red brick is only a 
covering for the original Norman tower. 
The latter proves to be a very fine example 
of Norman architecture—one of the best, in 
the opinion of experts, existing in England. 

When the tower was cased with red brick 
is a mystery, but the work was probably done 
in the reign of Henry VII or that of Henry 
VIII. Among other discoveries made as a 
result of the fire are a number of vaults under 
the chancel, of which no one had guessed the 
existence. 


College of Architecture of Cornell 
University Fills Vacancies in 
Department of Design 


Announcement has been made by the Cor- 
nell University College of Architecture that 
the vacancies in the Department of Design 
have been filled by the appointment of Mr. 
Everett V. Meeks as professor of design, 
and Mr. Shepherd Stevens as assistant pro- 
fessor of design, to succeed Professors Kahn 
and Bossange. 


To Move Greeley Statue 


The Tribune Association has recently an- 
nounced that arrangements have been com- 
pleted for the removal of the statue of Hor- 
ace Greeley from its present site, partly on 
property occupied by the Tribune building 
on Park Row, New York City, and partly 
on the sidewalk, as soon as the authorities 
settle upon a new site for it. 

The removal of this statue, which was the 
work of the late John Q. A. Ward, is due to 
the order of a former borough president re- 
quiring the removal of all obstructions be- 
yond the building line in Nassau street and 


in various other streets of the city. The 
order was suspended at the time, as far as 
its operation in connection with this statue 
was concerned, for the reason that the statue 
was not the property of the Tribune, and 
could not legally be removed by it. 


It has been tentatively suggested that the 
new site for the statue should be found as 
near to the scene of Mr. Greeley’s journalis- 
tic labors as City Hall Park.

A record of the conference of Building 
Inspectors and Building Commissioners of 
the United States and Dominion of Canada, 
held at the Hotel Astor on May 14th, 1915, 
has been published by J. G. Needham, offi- 
cial stenographer, 1973 E. 14th street, 
Brooklyn, N. Y.

The conditions under which this report of 
the conference of Building Inspectors is pre- 
sented appear in the record itself. The rec- 
ord as published has been edited by the sev- 
eral persons who have taken part in the dis- 
cussion, so that the statements printed repre- 
sent what the several speakers desired to have 
appear in print. Even the stenographic re- 
port of the principal speakers’ remarks were 
sent them for correction. 

Everything that transpired at the confer- 
ence, except matter considered of no perma- 
nent value, has been included. In the opin- 
ion of those best fitted to judge, this record 
contains much of interest and value to Build- 
ing Commissioners, Building Inspectors, Ar- 
chitects, Engineers and others engaged in 
building work and interested in the general 
subject of building laws and regulations. 
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Building Operations in Paris 

The Architect and Contract Reporter, of 
London, commenting on the present build- 
ing situation in Paris, states: 

“It can be said that since the outbreak of 

the war hardly a brick has been placed on 
another at Paris, and certainly not a stone, 
for all building work, with the exception of 
small necessary maintenance, absolutely 
ceased from the first day of the mobiliza- 
tion. Our architect friends and builders of 
London can hardly realize the effect of the 
war on their professions at Paris. The 
younger architects were called to the front, 
and those builders not called up for active 
service found themselves deprived of their 
employees and workmen of military age. 
Nearly all other firms connected with the 
building trades found themselves in the same 
position; buildings, therefore, large and 
small, were promptly abandoned, and these 
buildings until quite lately have remained in 
the same state as in August of last year. 
Even now grass and weeds are fast growing 
in the soil of the abandoned foundations. 
Besides the question of the difficulties of 
labor and materials, came that of payments, 
all building money becoming at once locked 
up. 
When the war has come to an end, and 
the men of Paris who have survived return 
to their former work, there will probably be 
an activity in building such as was never 
before known. The necessity for haste and 
the feverish anxiety to make up for lost time 
will, unless precautions of a positive nature 
are taken, work much harm to the architec- 
turally artistic aspect of Paris. It is to be 
hoped that this beautiful city will not relax 
any of that former vigilance that has con- 
tributed so greatly to the artistic develop- 
ment of the French capital.

A Sound-Proof Door 


The Evanston Sound-Proof Door, in- 
vented by Irving Hamlin, is described and 
illustrated in a folder of ten pages issued 
by the Evanston Sound-Proof Door Com- 
pany, 716 University place, Evanston, Ill. 


This door, it is stated, is offered as a 
practical solution of the sound-nuisance 
wherever it is desired to retard transmission 
of sound between rooms. It seems that, in 
accordance with tradition, necessity was the 
mother of this invention, where, in a music- 
studio building, with many voices and in- 
struments simultaneously sounding, the in- 
terfering and intruding noises were a serious 
detriment to the work of teacher and stu- 
dent. 


It is acknowledged that no practical door 
could be absolutely sound-proof, but it is 
claimed that this door is relatively so, and is 
a great comfort both to the user and non- 
user of the music studio. A practical test of 
one year in the School of Music of North- 
western University, at Evanston, IIl., has, 
it is stated, demonstrated the value of the 
invention, and it is now offered for the con- 
sideration of architects and builders. 

It is pointed out that this sound-proofness 
is but one of the virtues of this door, as will 
be revealed by an examination into the struc- 
ture. It is claimed to be odor-proof, weather- 
proof, and air-tight—all because it hermeti- 
cally seals the room every time it is closed 
and the handle operated, the four joints be- 
tween door and frame receiving forcible 
closure. 

The inventor evidently recognized that the 
escape of sound through a doorway of or- 
dinary construction was quite as much 
through the open joints between door and 
frame, as it was through the substance of 
the door itself. The very obvious expedi- 
ent of closing the offending joints was there- 
fore resorted to. The further device of com- 
bining the closure of all four joints into one 
operation was a natural sequence; and it is 
in this feature that the great value of the 
invention is said to lie, for no one can take 


the trouble to close a door if it requires more 
than one operation. 

As is well known, ordinary doors shrink, 
swell and warp under varying degrees of 
steam heat and mid-summer dampness. This 
door, it is stated, retains its properties no 
matter how much it may shrink or swell, 
and any warping is effectually corrected 
each time the door is closed. 

The door may be made in any design of 
flush or sunken panels. The interior mech- 
anism is free from springs, and no oiling is 
necessary. It has what is described as a 
simple, effective and accessible compensat- 
ing device for making adjustments, which 
might be necessary after years of use. All 
joints about the door are filled, preventing 
drafts of air and passage of sound, dust, and 
odors, provided, however, that the door be 
tightly forced into its seat and that the felt- 
board be forcibly thrust downward into con- 
tact with the threshold. This the inner and 
hidden mechanism is said to positively ac- 
complish in one operation by a quarter turn 
of the six-inch lever door-handle, and to do 
it with extreme ease. 

It is apparent that there is a large field 
of application for this invention, aside from 
its very obvious usefulness in music studios. 
Domestic architecture particularly should 
welcome this new door. For outside doors, 
for kitchens and bathrooms, for nurseries 
and libraries, it should be in large demand. 

There are numerous other positions which 
will suggest themselves where such a door 
would be invaluable. 

The door is built of two thin doors or sec- 
tions, secured together by means externally 
invisible. They are separated by a space 
one-half inch or more, which space is occu- 
pied in part by sound deadening material, 
and in part by a thin but very strong mech- 
anism. 

It is believed that this door will be wel- 
comed by architects who have long recog- 
nized a demand for just such a device.

CURRENT NEWS AND COMMENT 





Italy in War Time 

Mr. Whitney Warren, who has _ been 
traveling through Italy and making a study 
of the precautions taken by the Italian gov- 
ernment to insure the preservation of works 
of art in the event of bombardment by hostile 
aircraft or otherwise, has written a letter 
which gives much information of interest to 
architects the world over. The portions of 
greatest informative value, as published in 
the press, follow: 

“To begin with Milan and its cathedral, 
the entire glass has been removed, in itself 
a tremendous undertaking. ‘Thus we are as- 
sured that none of it will be destroyed should 
the city be visited by aeroplanes, except that 
the temptation to destroy the beautiful is a 
bait so powerful to the enemy that the risk 
might be run in view of the magnificence of 
the quarry. For, in spite of Ruskin’s criti- 
cism of it, I claim that no more beautiful 
and majestic work of man exists than this 
great vessel covered with its mantle of lace; 
nothing more vast or of proportion more 
perfect has man conceived. ‘The roof is en- 
tirely of stone, so that the danger from fire. 
of which Rheims suffered the martyrdom, is 
infinitesimal. Certain objects from the 
treasury have been removed; otherwise the 
monument remains intact in its wonderful 
entirety. 

“At Santa Maria delle Grazie “The Last 
Supper’ of Leonardo has been protected by 
a wall of sand bags built at a distance of 
about two metres from the wall and, further, 
by hanging a fireproof curtain in front of it. 
In all the churches movable objects of vertu 
have been placed in safety, as those in the 
museums. 

“At the Castello Sforza, which I visited 
under the guidance of Signor Beltrami, the 
conservator, the best pictures, glass, tapes- 
tries, furniture, ete., have been removed 
where fire cannot harm them, for the Cas- 
tello is roofed with wooden beams. The 
building has been admirably restored by Sig- 
nor Beltrami, who has devoted thirty years 
to the work of rebuilding it and accumulat- 
ing the treasures it contains. He may well 


be styled the creator, inasmuch as he has dis- 
covered many of the secrets that time has 
obliterated, and has taken us into his confi- 
dence. 

“From Milan I ran down to the Certosa 
di Pavia, where the same precautions had 
been taken. ‘The museum was open but void 
of visitors. 

“On my way back to Venice I stopped off 
at Verona and there found the same precau- 
tions taken in all the churches. The tombs 
of the Sealigers are buried to a certain extent 
in sand, while the statues are packed in straw 
covered with a thick coat of cement, sufficient 
to protect them against fragments of bombs. 
These precautions were made necessary by 
the fact that ten days before an enemy aero- 
plane had dropped a number of projectiles 
on the city. Should ore unhappily fall upon 
St. Zeno or St. Anastasia the most beautiful 
sixteenth century ceilings extant will doubt- 
less be destroyed, as no precaution against 
their destruction is possible. 

“From Verona, which is really in the war 
zone, I came to Venice, arriving at 1 o'clock 
in the morning in absolute darkness and, in 
spite of my papers, was conducted to a hotel 
by two carabinieri and ordered not to leave, 
except under escort. * * * In _ the 
morning the carabinieri took me before the 
proper authorities and with much formality 
and politeness I was welcomed to Venice for 
fifteen days, an unheard of privilege, so I 
was given to believe. 

“Here at Danielli’s is d’Annunzio, who 
has facilitated everything and explained 
much -that is psychological in the people. 
‘Le miracle de l’Italie egale le miracle de la 
France,’ he says—absolute unity, devotion 
and conviction. An extraordinary calm 
reigns over this people, who are regarded 
usually as excitable and complicated, even 
more so, one would be inclined to say, than 
in France, if, indeed, that were possible. 
Every man is at his post, no distinction be- 
tween the people, bourgeoisie or the nobility. 
Since the declaration of war a spirit of fra- 
ternity exists between all the classes, and this 
is due to the sense of power, of sovereignty, 
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in the pure people, who feel their force and 
are enjoying it. Without them they know 
that the country cannot exist and that no 
country can exist. It is the resurrection of 
the people in all the sacred sense of the word. 

“The aspect of Venice is about the same 
as always, with the exception of the total 
absence of strangers. 

“The harbor is devoid of shipping, save 
half a dozen captured Austrian vessels and 
numberless torpedo boats and torpedo catch- 
ers. In the distance, off to the southwest, is 
the laguna. I can see from my window the 
powerful great fleet, ready at a moment's 
notice to put to sea, should the enemy see 
fit to risk the attack.” 

“All paintings have been removed in the 
museums, churches and the Ducal Palace,” 
writes Mr. Warren, “including even the im- 
mense Paradise of Tintoretto. Sand bags 
protect the exterior and interior of San Mar- 
co, the Loggia, the Ducal Palace, and the 
Colleoni Statue is covered with a roof de- 
signed to shed bombs should they fall upon 
it. A bomb bursting upon the cupola of St. 
Mark’s might not pierce it, but in all prob- 
ability it would dislodge the mosaics by the 
shock, causing them to fall and obliterating 
one of the glories of the universe. The only 
way of guarding against this is to cover the 
entire interior with strong canvas, securely 
glued against the mosaics. While this is un- 
der contemplation for here and for Torcello, 
it is such a formidable task that the authori- 
ties hesitate to undertake it. 

“As regards Venice as a whole, alas, the 
precautions taken are infinitesimal. I trem- 
ble at the possibilities. Should misfortune 
befall Venice, it is the greatest calamity that 
could happen to civilization and humanity. 
It is our great source of inspiration, and has 
been ever since it existed. That men for a 
noble cause be killed matters not, but that 
their works of vertu be destroyed is a crime 
abominable and a loss irreparable.”

Frank Brangwyn 

Frank Brangwyn, the English painter- 
etcher, is probably the greatest living expo- 
nent of the art of the etcher. His work, 
widely familiar to architects by reason of his 
so often selecting architectural subjects, has 
never before been exhibited in quite so thor- 
ough a manner as recently in the Fine Arts 
building in Chicago. There were one hun- 
dred and three first-rate plates shown. ‘The 
art critics of Chicago are unanimous in their 
expression of appreciation of the high artis- 
tic value of this exhibition.

The Committee on City Planning re- 
ported the results of the year’s work. 

Under the head of new business, it was 
suggested that all chapter members be ad- 
vised of the action of this chapter in adopt- 
ing the code of ethics, and that a copy of 
the institute’s code be sent to each chapter 
member for his future guidance. 


‘“‘Art and Architecture’’ 

An editorial in a recent issue of The 
Builder of London expresses the pleasure 
of the editor that there appears to be an 
increasing tendency in the daily press in 
England to discuss art and architecture in 
their columns. The italics are ours. 

The increasing and intelligent interest in 
matters pertaining to art as it affects our 
every-day life is gratifying, and it is a pleas- 
ure to learn that the English press is alive 
to the value of wide dissemination of knowl- 
edge and appreciation in this direction. It 
would seem, however, that the expression 


“art and architecture” is akin to the critics’

reference to “grand opera and music.” 

This lapse in accuracy of expression is so 
common that it has even been incorporated 
in the title of an art publication. We have 
in mind Art and Decoration. 

As there have been for so long a time 
efforts in many directions to accurately de- 
fine art, it is possible that there exists con- 
fusion as to just what constitutes it. But 
we believe it is conceded that of all the arts 
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architecture is the oldest and serves to pro- 
vide a vehicle for every other form. Why, 
then, “art and architecture”? 


The R.I.B.A. Cancels Its Program 
of Meetings 


It is possible to realize the very active 
part taken by English architects in the 
present war when we learn that, owing to 
the meager attendance at the regular meet- 
ings of the R. I. B. A., due to absence of 
members on military duty, the program of 
regular meetings has been canceled. 


New England Town Planners Meet 


Probably the most extensive exhibition of 
city planning ever held in New England 
was opened with appropriate ceremonies in 
the new east wing of the State House in 
Boston on November 11. 

The occasion was the Third Massachusetts 
City and Town Planning Conference and 
the Metropolitan City Planning Exhibi- 
tion. 

The growing interest in town planning 
and its great importance and influence on 
civic life is indicated by the large attendance 
and the high position in civic life of the 
principal speakers. 

Governor Walsh of Massachusetts de- 
scribed the work done by the State Home- 
stead Commission and the duties of these 
commissioners. He expressed the opinion 
that the present conference would result in 
showing many new ways that would secure 
beneficial results to the people. 

Mayor Curley spoke at some length on 
the civic aspects of town planning. It was 
Mayor Curley’s belief that the chief bene- 
fit of a planning board to any community 
was the fact that it changed the perspective 
of the public in the matter of civic improve- 
ments. Other speakers were Mayor Cook, 
of Fitchburg, Mass.; Shelby M. Harrison, 


of the Pittsburgh Survey, and Professor 


Genung, of Amherst. 

The exhibits cover several floors and form 
a comprehensive presentation of town plan- 
ning, past, present and future. 
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Speed and Efficiency in Building 


Operations 


Mr. G. Alexander Wright, in an address 
delivered at San Francisco during “Ameri- 
‘an Builders’ Week,” October 18 to 23, and 
held under the auspices of the entire build- 
ing industry of San Francisco, referred to 
the combined speed and efficiency in modern 
building or construction operations. Dur- 
ing the course of this address he stated: 

“The Woolworth building in New York 
nas a height of 792 feet and a floor space of 
40 acres. It was constructed complete in 
less than two years. 

“The Twin Peaks tunnel, now being con- 
structed in San Francisco, has a length of 
214, miles and a width of 25 feet in the clear. 
This work will be complete in less than two 
years. 

“The Panama-Pacific International Ex- 
position has a ground area of 635 acres, of 
which 330 acres are covered with buildings 
or are under roof. In its construction over 
one hundred and ten million feet of lumber, 
over one hundred and twenty thousand tons 
of steel, and other materials in proportion, 
were used. Commenced in October, 1912, it 
was completed in all its details in February, 
1915, or less than two years and five months. 

“In the construction of the Panama Canal, 
the most gigantic undertaking in the world, 
over two hundred million cubic yards of 
earth and rock were removed and five mil- 
lion cubic yards of concrete used. This 
‘anal was completed under Government 
engineers in ten vears and eight months.” 

These are forceful illustrations of modern 
efficiency methods.

GENERAL SPECIFICATIONS FOR CONCRETE 
Work. By Wilbur J. Watson Flexi- 
ble paper covers, 56 pp. Size, 8 x 11 
inches. Price, $1.00. New York: The 
McGraw-Hill Book Co. 

The first edition of these specifications 
was issued in 1908. Since that time it has 
been several times republished, and the pres- 
ent 1915 edition has, it is stated, been 
brought down to the latest practice, and 
much new and important material added. 

There has always been a demand for a 
work of this nature, and its preparation has 
been one of considerable difficulty, owing to 
the lack of uniformity of codes in different 
cities. 

The author states in his preface that he 
has endeavored to conform as far as prac- 
ticable to all the reasonable requirements of 
the various ordinances and presents the work 
as embodying specifications that when fol- 
lowed will insure structural concrete of the 
highest character.

The publication of this instructive book 
is timely, as the general public is, it would 
seem, beginning to regard with better criti- 
‘al appreciation those lares and penates that 
constituté the substance of their daily sur- 
roundings. We hear less to-day of the bad 
taste of the rich, and we find more constant- 
ly in evidence characteristics of refinement 
in the homes of all classes. 

There remains much to learn, and in se- 
lecting a safe guide to the higher forms of 
interior decoration we could not be placed 
under better tutelage than Mr. Parsons’. 

As president of the New York School 
of Fine and Applied Arts, a man of wide 
experience, he is eminently qualified to dis- 
cuss the subject of decoration in all its as- 
pects. This book may, therefore, be re- 


garded as a safe rule and guide in acquiring 
correct knowledge of the principles govern- 
ing good decoration. 

The book is divided into three parts. Part 
I deals with when, where and how to deco- 
rate; the chapters treating of color, the prin- 
ciples of form, balance, emphasis and unity 
and texture as relating to decoration 

In Part II are described the various art 
periods. Much of the confusion that exists 
as to correct period styles is cleared away 
and the subject made more easy to under- 
stand. 

Part III describes the modern house and 
the individual house, with a concluding and 
very instructive chapter on framing, hang- 
ing of curtains, artificial lighting and the 
general placement of decorative features. 

The illustrations appear to be exception- 
ally appropriate. In fact, so well have they 
been selected and so instructive are the ac- 
companying notes, that the pictures vie with 
the text in interest. 

This book may be recommended to archi- 
tects by reason of its suggestive value, but 
its wider mission is to that large body of 
laymen who, having had a house designed 
by a competent architect, recklessly dis- 
charge the pilot, and set out on what is to 
them an uncharted sea.

According to Mr. Brunner, however, af- 
fairs are not so peaceful here—from an ar- 
chitectural point of view at least.

to Broadway, he called it a confused mass of 
architecture—a sordid, neglected opportu- 
nity.

Architecture is very far from 
apparent at times, but, through the appre- 
ciation of commercial values by good sur- 
roundings, it is coming back.”

BOOK NOTE 
Cities In Evo.ution. An INTRODUCTION 
TO THE TowN PLANNING MOVEMENT 


AND TO THE Stupy oF Civics. By Pat- 
rick Geddes. With 59 illustrations. Full 
cloth, 400 pp. Size, 6 x 9 inches. 
London: Williams & Norgate. 

To incorporate into civic design such ele- 
ments as will stimulate and develop the 
highest possibilities is to deal all the more 
effectively with material and fundamental 
needs. This is the principle set down by 
Professor Geddes in his preface and the 
point from which he journeys in all his 
arguments. 


To write in constructive citizenship the 
various aspects of the conduct of life and af- 
fairs may be possible, but the vision is so 
roseate as to border on the Utopian. It is 
these elements of the economic, «wsthetic and 
commercial life in cities that the modern 
town planner seeks to reconcile and com- 
bine, and lest the task be considered as Her- 
culean (there are pessimists who believe it 
to be impossible), we have only to carefully 
examine the great advance that has been 
made in a comparatively short time, in the 
regeneration of cities in this country and in 
Europe. 

The city in its evolution is an alluring 
topic. The effects of plan, of grouping and 
all the myriad complexities that affect the 
progress of towns have been considered and 
set forth in books by many able writers. 
None have more thoroughly grasped the es- 
sentials than has Professor Geddes. 

If the casual observer gains the mistaken 
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impression that the evolution of cities, their 
present regeneration and future welfare is 
but a question of a symmetrical plan, with 
merely an idea of wxsthetic development, it 
will be well for him to read this book that 
he may learn how many and very diverse 
are the contributing factors in civie evolu- 
tion. 

The opening of a new industrial age, and 
the significance and influence of civic growth, 
of modern invention and discovery are dis- 
cussed in Chapter IV, which has for its title 
Paleotechnic and Neotechnic Cities. These 
terms are ingenuously used to describe and 
designate the old cities and the new. The 
records of the old and the new cities are now 
practically those of two different civiliza- 
tions. The transformation of types of labor, 
the abandonment of trades now become ob- 
solete and the upspringing of new industries, 
new trades and consequent new types of 
labor are all exerting the strongest influence 
on the evolution of cities. Professor Geddes 
has in this chapter shown with much clarity 
the influence of all of these elements. 

This chapter, above all the others, proves 
that in the pursuit of knowledge of civic de- 
velopment the student must acquaint him- 
self with divers topics, some of which, to the 
superficial observer, seem scarcely allied to 
the subject. 

If to the strenuosities of his regular 
practice an architect seeks to add the feature 
of town planning and the correction of civic 
errors in the Paleotechnic City, he must 
needs master the knowledge so ably set down 
in this book.

The first three numbers of this series have 
been published, and while the object is frank- 
ly to place before the architects of this coun- 
try facts and figures relative to White Pine, 
the manner and methods chosen will un- 
doubtedly commend themselves to the pro- 
fession, above many used with similar pur- 
pose. 

The numbers so far issued are devoted to 
classified illustrations of wood construction 
critically described by representative archi- 
tects and among the subjects presented are 
to be found some of the most beautiful and 
suggestive examples of early architecture ob- 
tainable in this country. 

The first number of the series illustrates 
Colonial cottages, with introductory text by 
Joseph Everett Chandler. It includes such 
examples as the Fairbanks house at Ded- 
ham, Mass., built in 1636; Capen house, 
Topsfield, Mass., built during the second 
half of the seventeenth century; the Low 
house built at Wenham, Mass., at about the 
same time; the John Ward house at Salem, 
built in 1634, and others no less interesting. 
These houses, it appears, were all built of 
White Pine, and after more than two hun- 
dred years of exposure to the rigorous cli- 
mate of New England, are still in a good 
state of preservation. The number closes 
with a discourse on White Pine, dwelling 
upon its qualities, its availability, and_ its 
cost. 

The second number is devoted to New 
England Colonial houses, with introductory 
text by Frank Chouteau Brown. The same 
general plan adopted in the first issue is fol- 
lowed in this number, which presents such 
notable examples of Colonial houses as the 
Isaac Royall house at Medford, Mass.; the 
Stearns house, Bedford, Mass.; the Wads- 
worth house, Cambridge, Mass., and others, 
in which it is stated White Pine was the 
material of construction. The monograph 
closes with an article on “How Properly to 
Specify White Pine.” It is stated that as 
a result of requests that have come from a 
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number of members of the architectural 
profession, a book of specifications covering 
White Pine is being prepared for publica- 
tion, and will soon be ready for distribution 
by the White Pine Bureau. 

The third number of the monograph series 
presents white pine farm houses of New 
Netherlands, with introductory text by Ay- 
mar Embury, II. Among the examples 
selected for illustration are the following. 
The Vreeland house at Nordhoff, N. J.; the 
Bergen Homestead, Flatlands, Brooklyn, 
N. Y.; the Terheun house, Hackensack, N. 
J.; the Board-Zabriskie house on the Para- 
mus Road, N. J., and the John Peter B. 
Westervelt house, Cresskill, N. J. Mr. Em- 
bury states that “The most curious thing 
about the architecture of New Netherlands 
is that which strikes us in the other colonies, 
namely, The almost complete renunciation 
by the colonists of ideals, processes and 
precedents of their mother-country. The 
Dutch houses in Long Island and New Jer- 
sey resemble nothing but themselves, and 
were even more radically different from the 
work of the Dutch in Holland than they 
were from the work of the other colonists.” 
The truth of this statement is evident from 
a study of the example shown. 

The closing article by the White Pine 
Bureau deals with comparative White Pine 
costs, a subject which is of vital interest to 
both the architects and the owners of houses 
of moderate size. 

It is believed that this series of mono- 
graphs which is beautifully printed on 
Cameo paper, offering photographs of un- 
usual excellence, will be preserved by archi- 
tects as a valuable addition to the literature 
on architecture in this country. ‘There is 
undoubtedly a wealth of material to be 
drawn upon, and there is no reason to doubt 
that the editor, Mr. Russell F. Whitehead, 
will fail to make future selections with the 
good judgment shown in the material so far 
presented. 

The publication is bi-monthly, and the 
next number, it is announced, will be devoted 
to houses of the middle and southern colo- 
nies, with an article on the Colonial Renais- 
sance, by Frank EK. Wallis.
